STATE FOREST POLICIES 


"Those states which are formulating agri- 


cultural policies by which to orient their future 
development will make a grave mistake if they 
do not include state forestry in their list of major 
subjects. Eecently an official of the New York 


"- * State College of Forestry announced that 4,000,- 


000 acres in that state and 85,000,000 acres in the 
united States 'are waiting for tree planters.' 
This area of *idle land' is almost as large as New 
York, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, New Jersey 
and Rhode Island combined. 


"A careful survey of all the so called agri- 


cultural land in this country would probably 
show that in the aggregate thousands of acres 
that commonly produce poor, unprofitable crops, 
and failures three or four years out of five, are 
much better adapted to timber production than 
crop farming. On each of a large number of 
farms there is more or less land on which poor 
crops of inferior quality1 are produced at a loss. 
Such land should be laid down to permanent 


- - grass or planted with trees. It would be more 


profitable for timber production than for crop- 
ping.purposes. A few weeks ago an Illinois 
farmer received $10 more per acre for eighty 
acres of timber land than he received at the same 


- time for forty acres of adjacent plow land, both 


tracts being identical in topography and soil type. 


"Our forest resources, already seriously de- 


pleted, are decreasing at so rapid a rate that the 
widespread publication of the facts arouse popu- 
lar interest in systematic tree planting on 
farms, and in federal and state forestry exten- 
sion, conservation and development. A country 


' without state forests, scientifically managed, 


and plenty of trees on every farm is 'bald head- 
ed and bone headed.' People who are sensible 
of and morally responsive to their relationship to 
future generations, on or off the land, are ac- 


C ~ tively interested in forestry. If trees of the right 
t*Mnds are planted, and forests scientifically de- 
^,-veloped and managed in areas which are better 
> adapted to timber than crop production, they 
-? will be among the most valuable assets of the na- 


tion in-.twenty-five to fifty years. Men who 
know the facts, and have imagination and faith, 
regard forests as gilt edge investments, sure as 
anything humanly can be to pay large dividends 
in lumber, in pulp for paper making, in the use 
and saving of land, in the tempering of wind 
and weather, and in the clothing of the abused 
crust of the earth with a stately and refreshing 
beauty."—The Breeders Gazette.

counted among the bravest. 
He 


was rewaraed with five medals for 
exceptional valor in the battlefields. 


In the recent Fascist! revolution 


he distinguished himself as one of 
the most courageous and capable 
leaders.

ruzzi held nearly all of southern 
Italy for Mussolini.

Judge Sanford was born in Knox- 


ville, Tenn., in 1865. His father! 
had moved to Knoivllle from Con-i 
necticut thirteen years previously I 
with only thirty-five cents and a 
jack-knife In his pocket, but he 
prospered so that at the time of fiis 
death about twenty years ago he 


• Judge Sanford; the oldest son. 
studied at the University of Tea- 
n*e«e and Harvard, receiving hia 
law "degree from Harvard in 1889. 
Ha had been admitted to the bar 
the year before he got hia law de- 
cree and practiced in Tennessee. 


Daring his long legal career, all 


of which, has been in his native 
state. Judge Sanford devoted much 
attention to education and public 
affairs. From 189S to 1907 he was 
a lecturer in the law department of 
the University of Tennesaee. 
In 


190? he became assistant attorney 
general, but resigned that office. 
eighteen months later to become 
United States district judge for the 
eastern and middle districts of 
Tennesaee. 


He is a trustee of the University 


of Tennessee and of the Lawson 
McGhee library, a charter member 
of the board otggovernora of Knox- 
ville general hospital, and a gov- 
ernor of the George Peabody Col- 
lege for Teachers. 
In 1904 he was 


delegate to the Universal Con- 


ares of Lawyers and Jurists in St. 
Louis. 
He is a former vice presi- 


dent of the American Bar Associa- 
tion and 1904 and 1905 was the 
president of the Tennessee Bar As- 
sociation. 
. He has honorary membership in 
the Harvard Chapter 
Phi Beta 


Kappa and the Alabama State Bar 
Association. 


Judge Sauford has written nu- 


merous articles and legal subjects 
and has delivered addresses on 
legal, historical and educational 
subjects in many parts of the coun- 
try. 


Judge Sanford lives in Knox- 
ville.
